GRAND  FIRST  PRINCIPAL'S  ADDRESS 


To  the  Officers  and  Companions  of  the  Host  Excellent  The  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
My  Companions: 

It  is  always  a  distinct  privilege  and  pleasure  for  a  Grand 
First  Principal  to  extend  a  most  sincere  and  cordial  welcome  to 
the  assembled  Companions  and  their  Distinguished  Guests  to  an  An- 
nual Convocation.  This  being  the  first  occasion  in  the  129  years 
of  the  existence  of  this  Grand  Chapter  that  Peterborough  has  been 
chosen  as  the  host  city,  and  being  my  home  town  as  well  as  the 
home  of  my  Mother  Chapter,  Corinthian  No.  36,  makes  this  parti- 
cular event  so  much  more  meaningful  and  important  to  me. 

Peterborough,   The  Queen  City  of  the  Kawartha's,  stands  at  the 
gateway  of  one  of  Ontario's  most  famous  and  picturesque  vacation 
lands.      Kawartha,  when  literally  translated  from  the  Ojibway 
tongue,  means  "Land  of  Shining  Waters".   This  chain  of  lakes  and 
rivers  stretching  from  the  Bay  of  Quinte  on  Lake  Ontario  to  Geor- 
gian Bay  and  Lake  Huron  forms  the  Trent-Severn  Waterway  and  was 
once  known  as  the  "Iroquois  Trail",  a  waterway  which  gave  access 
to  a  favourite  and  fertile  hunting  ground  for  the  Indians  more 
than  one  thousand  years  ago.    Samuel  de  Champlain  was  the  first 
white  man  to  travel  this  historic  route  from  Georgian  Bay  to  Lake 
Ontario  in  the  year  1615. 

"  Scotts  Plains  ",  the  original  name  of  Peterborough,  saw  Adam 
Scott  establish  a  sawmill  and  grist  mill  opposite  the  site  of  the 
present  Holiday  Inn  in  the  year  1820.  The  name  however  was,  in 
1827,  changed  to  Peterborough  as  a  significant  compliment  to  the 
Hon.  Peter  Robinson,  who  was  instrumental  in  settling  this  area 
with  immigrants  from  the  British  Isles. 

Peterborough,  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "  Liftlock  City  ", 
has  over  the  intervening  years  become  the  hub  of  a  thriving  and 
prosperous  farming  community  as  well  as  the  centre  of  an  import- 
ant commercial,  industrial  and  educational  facility. 

We  espescially  welcome  to  this  Convocation  the  many  distinguished 
Guests  from  Sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  from  the  United  States  of 
America  and  Canada.   They  honour  us  with  their  presence.  We  are 
appreciative  as  well  of  the  presence  of  the  Official  Representa- 
tives and  Leaders  of  the  other  Concordant  Masonic  Bodies.  May  the 
bonds  of  Brotherhood  of  our  Masonic  family  enrich  and  strengthen 
our  desire  to  serve  more  fully  the  genuine  principles  and  purpos- 
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es  of  our  beloved  Fraternity,    We  trust  your  stay  among  us  will 
be  one  of  profit  and  pleasure. 

It  is  a  great  honour  and  a  particular  joy  for  me  to  welcome  to 
this  Convocation  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Waster  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  A.F.&  A.M.  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  Most  Wor- 
shipful Brother  A.  Lou  Copeland.  May  we,  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master, assure  you  of  the  loyalty  and  fealty  of  all  of  the  members 
of  this  Grand  Chapter, as  we  express  to  you  our  thanks  and  apprec- 
iation for  the  outstanding  contribution  and  dedicated  leadership 
which  you  are  providing  for  Freemasonry  in  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion. May  the  Great  Jehovah  watch  over  you  and  bless  you  with 
good  health  that  you  may  continue  to  serve  our  gentle  Craft  in 
the  years  ahead. 

So  on  behalf  of  the  committee  on  arrangements,  who  have  assured 
us  that  they  will  do  everything  within  their  power  to  make  this  a 
memorable  and  enjoyable  visit,  I  extend  to  each  and  everyone,  a 
warm  and  sincere  welcome  and  trust  .that  when  you  depart,  you  may 
take  with  you  many  pleasant  memories  of  this  129th  Annual  Con- 
vocation of  our  Grand  Chapter  in  this  fair  city.

Rev.  William  Fairley,  has 
prepared  a  complete  report  of  our  Fraternal  Dead  and  will  conduct 
a  fitting  Memorial  service  in  their  memory. 
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PAST  RANK 

Excellent  Companion  Nick  Pappas  was,  at  the  January  1971  meeting 
at  Fort  William  Chapter  No. 140,  installed  as  First  Principal.  He 
served  in  that  capacity  through  until  September,  uhen  his  employ- 
ment elsewhere  prevented  him  from  attending  the  regular  Chapter 
meetings  during  the  uork  week.  He  resigned  his  office  in  Septem- 
ber due  to  his  inability  to  perform  the  duties  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  and  the  office  was  filled  by  Past  Principals  of  the  Chap- 
ter until  the  next  regular  installation  ceremony.  Since  Ex.  Comp. 
Pappas  served  as  First  Principal  of  this  Chapter  for  eight  months 
and  was  unable  to  continue  through  no  fault  of  his  own;  and  since 
he  did  not  relinquish  his  membership  in  the  Chapter  and  is  now, 
since  retiring,  able  to  support  and  attend  at  the  meetings,  I  re- 
commend that  the  Rank  of  a  Past  First  Principal  of  Fort  William 
Chapter  No. 140  be  now  confirmed. 

Excellent  Companion  J.  Robert  Hodgins,  having  served  very  capably 
the  various  offices  of  Thomas  Peter's  Chapter  No. 250, was  install- 
ed as  its  First  Principal  for  the  year  1973.    He  served  in  that 
capacity  for  eight  of  the  ten  meetings  of  the  Chapter,  when  due 
to  a  complaint  being  registered  against  him  by  a  Companion  he  was 
requested  not  to  attend  at  the  remaining  two  meetings,  which  were 
presided  over  by  Past  Principals  of  the  Chapter.  Following  charg- 
es being  laid  against  him, he  was  suspended  by  Grand  Lodge  in  1978 
and  was  subsequently  reinstated  to  membership  by  Grand  Lodge  in 
July  1984.  Companion  Hodgins  has  also  been  reinstated  to  member- 
ship in  Thomas  Peter's  Chapter  and  actively  participates  in  the 
degree  work  in  his  Lodge  as  well  as  the  Chapter.  Since  the  law  of 
justice  has  been  satisfied,  it  is  time  now  to  apply  a  like  amount 
of  Masonic  Charity.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  rank  of  a  Past 
First  Principal  of  Thomas  Peter's  Chapter  No. 250  be  now  confirmed

Since  our  last  Grand  Convocation  there  have  been  changes  which 
will,  I  hope,  materially  benefit  our  beloved  organization.

First,  this  committee  wishes  to  express  its  gratitude  for  the 
leadership  and  dedication  shown  by  our  Grand  First  Principal  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duties  during  this  past  year,  both  in  this 
Grand  Jurisdiction  as  well  as  in  other  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

To  our  Grand  Scribe  E  for  the  thorough  manner  in  which  he  carri- 
es out  the  duties  of  his  important  office  and  for  the  coopera- 
tion and  support  which  he  has  provided  to  this  as  well  as  all 
Grand  Chapter  Committees. 

To  our  Grand  Superintendents  for  the  Manner  in  which  they  have 
conducted  themselves  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  the  re- 
presentitives  of  our  Grand  First  Principal,  and  for  their  frank- 
ness in  submitting  their  reports  on  their  various  Chapters.  The 
communication  between  the  Chapters,  Grand  Superintendents,  Grand 
Chapter  Office  and  its  Committees  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
because  we  can  not  assist  if  we  do  not  know  that  assistance  is 
required. 

To  the  dedicated  members  of  Grand  Chapter  for  the  support  they 
have  shown  for  our  Grand  First  Principal  and  his  Council  during 
the  fulfillment  of  their  many  duties.

Average  attendance  at  Chapter  meetings  ranged  from  9.96%  to 
23.405K  for  an  overall  average  of  16.6$,  while  average  of 
Visitors  was  down  slightly  to  53K. 

While  we  sorrow  for  the  loss  of  our  departed  companions  who 
have  been  called  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above,  we  mourn  too  those 
who  have  taken  their  demit  or  were  suspended. 

It  has  been  stated  in  previous . years  that  a  personal  interview 
and  the  Demit-Suspension  form  should  be  used  in  all  cases  by  all 
Chapters.  This  practice  is  not  being  followed.  The  fact  is  that 
the  total  of  our  withdrawals  and  suspensions(l312)  over  the  last 
four  years  almost  matches  the  deaths  (1472).  While  our  Net  Loss 
were  701,  if  we  had  saved  just  54$  of  these  (1312)  we  would  have 
gained  7  Companions.  This  ubiquitous  killer  can  only  be  stopped 
at  the  level  of  the  local  Chapter.  Grand  Chapter  may  scold,  may 
plead,  may  try  to  educate, but  until  the  individual  Chapters  plug 
this  drain  at  its  source,  it  will  continue  to  plague,  to  sap  the 
strength  and  to  destroy  the  whole  structure  of  Royal  Arch  Mason- 
ry. Often  Chapters  rely  entirely  upon  the  Scribe  E  to  keep  after 
the  Companions  to  pay  their  dues.  This  is  not  right.  The  Scribe 
E  deserves  the  help  and  support  of  the  Three  Principals  and  the 
entire  membership. 

We  note  with  much  concern  the  amount  of  dues  in  arrears  and 
especially  those  eleven  hundred  plus  companions  who  are  twelve 
months  or  more  behind.  This  amount  and  number  has  been  growing 
over  the  years  and  has  now  reached  approximately  $4.16  per  dues 
paying  member.  Life  Membership  should  be  fully  researched  by 
all  Chapters  and  a  concerted  effort  made  to  convert  as  many  of 
our  members  as  possible  to  life  membership, the  number  now  stands 
at  4021  life  members  of  a  total  membership  of  16635. 

From  a  summary  of  the  Grand  Superintendent's  reports  we  find 
that  twenty-six  of  our  266  Chapters  did  not  advance  Candidates, 
some  of  these  for  two  and  three  years.  Eight  Chapters  are  having 
financial  problems; some  are  serious.  The  most  common  statement 
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that  appeared  from  the  statistics  was  as  follows.  "no  Divine 
Service,  no  Master  Masons'  Nights,  no  Ladies  Nights,  no  District 
Education".  To  these  Districts  we  would  offer  our  support,  enco- 
uragement and  help  and  suggest  that,  as  in  some  of  the  other 
Districts,  an  actively  involved  Principals'  Association,  as  well 
as  an  active  District  Program,  has  stimulated  Visitations,  Edu- 
cational Evenings  and  Social  Events.  Remember,  the  old  adage  - 
many  hands  make  light  work  -  is  surely  true,  and  when  those 
hands  come  from  many  Chapters  in  the  District,  success  is  not 
always  guaranteed  but  is  more  likely.  A  Master  Mason's  night 
supported  by  the  District  and  involving  several  Chapters  and 
many  members  will  be  more  impressive  to  potential  Candidates 
than  one  attended  by  only  two  or  three  Companions. 

Your  committee  respectfully  suggests  that  for  some  Chapters  in 
our  Grand  Jurisdiction  the  hand  writing  may  already  be  on  the 
wall.  Ue  further  suggest  that  an  active  effort  must  be  made  to 
save  these  Chapters:  redefined  goals,  reorganized  finances,  a 
strong  will  to  survive,  planned  and  short  meetings,  social  and 
family  functions  and  proper  ritual  may  yet  help;  however,  amal- 
gamation of  Chapters  so  their  respective  resources  will  be 
pooled  may  be  necessary  if  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  to  survive  in 
that  area.  Your  committee  would  recommend  the  formation  of  a 
R.A.M.  Survival  Task  Force  to  meet  with  and  help  these  Chapters 
deal  with  their  specific  local  situations. 

Perusal  of  the  list  of  long  service  awards  points  out  to  us  the 
increasing  age  of  our  membership.  This  year,  fourteen  50  year 
Past  Principal's  Bars;  six  60  year  Numerals;  nine  50  year  Royal 
Arch  Mason's  Jewels  and  forty-seven  25  year  Past  Principal's 
Jewels  were  presented. Ue  congratulate  these  worthy  Companions  on 
their  long  years  of  service  and  wish  them  many  years  to  enjoy  / 
them.  Your  committee  would  like  to  suggest  that  some  thought  be 
given  to  a  program  which  might  be  called  Adopt  A  Senior  Compan- 
ion. This  program  would  pair  one  of  our  new  younger  Companions 
with  one  of  our  senior  companions.  This  would  hopefully  accom- 
plish several  things.  First,  a  rapport  between  our  older  and 
younger  members.  Second,  a  report  on  the  health  and  welfare  of 
our  older  members  on  an  ongoing  basis.  Third,  a  continuation  of 
the  wealth  of  knowledge,  history  and  experience  which  our  older 
members  have  and  love  to  share,  and  lastly,  a  sense  of  involve- 
ment for  our  new  members  which  may  lead  to  future  officer 
status. 
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We   offer  our  Congratulations  to  the  following  new  Grand

Hay  they  serve  their  respective  Grand  Chapters  with  the  same 
zeal  that  they  serve  this  Grand  Chapter.  Also  to  the  three 
recipients  of  the  Distinguished  Service  Award, may  you  also  enjoy 
the  fruits  of  your  service, 

Ue  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Public  Relations  Committee  and  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Frank  Russell  for  his 
many  hours  spent  travelling  with  the  film,  The  Saga  of  the  Holy 
Royal  Arch,  and  to  Ex. Comp .Ernest  J.Brown  for  his  skillful  edit- 
ing of  the  Keystone.  Ue  need  Public  Relations,  but  it  is  a  job 
that  each  and  every  one  of  us  must  take  part  in,  not  just  leave 
it  to  the  few. 

Ue  note  the  continued  support  of  the  Release  A  Miracle  Fund  and 
also  the  Bursary  Fund.  Ue  acknowledge  with  pride  the  donation 
of  $2,000.00  by  one  of  our  companions  whofs  family  was  assisted 
by  the  Bursary  Fund  in  the  past.Ue  should  perhaps  take  our  light 
out  from  under  the  bushel  and  tell  more  people  of  our  Charities. 
Uhile  numbers  are  not  in  any  sense  criteria  of  the  excellence  of 
a  Rite  of  Free  Masonry,  no  Rite  of  Free  Masonry  can  hope  to  live 
and  serve  Masons  unless  it  grows.

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheets  of  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  as  at 
February  28,  1987  and  the  statements  of  revenue  and  expenditure 
for  the  year  then  ended.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  in- 
clude such  tests  and  other  procedures  as  we  considered  necessary 
in  the  circumstances,  except  as  explained  in  the  following  para- 
graph. 


In  common  with  many  charitable  organizations,  Grand 
Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
reports  amounts  for  donations  and  fund  raising  projects  revenue 
which  is  not  suscepticle  to  complete  verification  by  audit  pro- 
cedures.

The  Release  a  Miracle  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  on  its 
activities  and  progress  since  the  previous  convocation.  The 
Original  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  was  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Charles  111,  Emmett,  Chairman,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  William  5. 
Thomson,  Governmental  Liason.  He  applied  for  and  obtained  our 
certification  as  a  charitable  organization  and  M.  Ex.  Companion 
Aube  Ueisman,  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Committee  was  increased  to  five  uith  the  addition  of  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  Leslie  Levitt  to  retire  1987  and  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Malcolm 
McKenzie  to  retire  1989.  Both  have  been  very  active  in  the  R. 
A.  M.  Campaign. 

Committee  members  are  normally  elected  for  five  years.  Uith 
the  early  retirement  of  M.  Ex.

Uilliam  Dixon  was  elected  to  the  Committee  for  the  unexpired 
term.  \1 .

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REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  HISTORIAN 

To  The  Most  Excellent,  The  Grand  First  Principal, 
Officers  and  members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  history  of  Grand  Chapter  is  better  recorded  in  the  various 
reports  presented  at  this  Convocation,  The  written  account  of 
your  Grand  Historian  is  limited  to  highlights  of  the  past  year 
that  will  bear  repetition. 

Firstly,  mention  will  be  made  of  the  role  played  by  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
Albert  A.  Mortlock  during  his  first  term  as  our  Grand  First  Pri- 
ncipal. Only  a  Companion  who  has  attained  his  status  and  served 
in  a  most  exemplary  manner  can  fully  appreciate  the  burden,  duty 
and  responsibility  that  he  is  called  upon  to  bear.  He  has  trav- 
elled extensively  throughout  his  Jurisdiction,  bringing  support 
and  encouragement  to  his  followers,  distributed  with  a  model 
blend  of  cheerfulness. His  Trestle  Board  showed  extensive  travel, 
not  only  throughout  his  field  of  authority,  but  to  Sister  Juris- 
dictions in  Canada  and  United  States.  His  journeys  were  not  con- 
fined only  to  Branches  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  but  also  included 
other  bodies  of  Masonry.  Wherever  he  travelled  he  promoted 
friendly  relations  and  enhanced  the  name  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 
We  may  rest  assured  that,  during  the  second  half  of  his  term,  he 
will  continue  with  his  exemplary  contributions. 

In  the  field  of  Membership,  we  showed  a  loss  of  652  Members,  due 
to  Suspensions,  Demits  and  Deaths.  Gains,  through  Initiations, 
Affiliations  and  Restorations,  were  475  Members,  showing  a  net 
loss  of  177  Members.  Our  Total  Membership  is  16,635,  of  which 
4,021  are  Commuted  Members. 

The  longevity  of  our  Membership  is  best  indicated  by  the  issu- 
ance of  Jewels,  during  the  past  year.  Six  Companions  received 
their  60-year  Numeral;  Nine  Companions  collected  their  50-year 
R.A.M.  Jewel.  Fourteen  worthy  Members  were  presented  with  their 
50-year  Past  Z!s  Bar  and  Forty-Seven  Past  Zfs  were  pinned  with 
their  25-year  Past  Z's  Jewel. 
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Ue  are  pleased  to  report  the  bestowal  of  three  Distinguished 
Service  Awards  to  Companions  Uilfred  Place,  Grenville  Chapter 
No. 22,  Joseph  U.  Smith, Manitou  Chapter  No. 27  and  Ewart  Campbell, 
Malloch  Chapter  No. 210.  To  these  worthy  recipients  ue  express 
our  congratulations  for  their  devoted  and  dedicated  service  to 
Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

Ue  would  be  remiss  in  our  duty  if  ue  did  not  mention  our  contri- 
bution in  the  sphere  of  Benevolence,  one  of  the  basic  tenets  of 
Masonry.  Our  Bursary  Fund  continues  to  provide  financial  assist- 
ance to  worthy  students,  children  of  our  Companions.  Our  Victory 
Fund  has  given  sustenance  to  deserving  widows  and  orphans  of  our 
Companions.  And  it  is  with  pride  that  I  can  report  progress  of 
our  Release  A  Miracle  Fund.  The  original  goal  of  $125,000  was 
not  only  attained  over  a  year  ago,  but  to-day  stands  at  $176,000 
and  with  your  support  will  continue  to  grow.  To  date,  the  int- 
erest from  the  latter  Fund  has  enabled  us  to  donate  $45,000  to 
Medical  Research. 

Ue  shall  conclude  our  Report  with  a  tribute  to  a  group  of  unsung 
Companions  who  have  provided  an  inner  strength  to  Royal  Arch  Ma- 
sonry. In  my  District  there  have  been  Chapters  faced  with  ex- 
treme difficulties,  namely,  failing  Membership,  inability  to 
assemble  a  complete  Degree  Team,  or  a  complete  set  of  Officers. 
To  assist  these  Chapters,  Companions  from  Sister  Chapters  have 
not  only  complemented  their  Degree  Teams  but  have  joined  and 
accepted  Office  and  attained  the  rank  of  Z.  To-day,  in  my  Dis- 
trict, there  are  a  number  of  Companions  who  have  served  as  Z  in 
two  or  more  Chapters.  Ue  have  no  figures  as  to  whether  or  not 
such  assistance  is  rampant  in  our  Districts.  If  such  inform- 
ation is  made  available,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  report  it  and 
congratulate  these  dedicated  Companions.

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FRATERNAL  CORRESPONDENCE  AND  REVIEW 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Stanley  E.  Wheeler 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario. 
Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  fifth  Fraternal  Correspond- 
ence and  Review  and,  in  so  doing,  thank  M,  Ex.  Comp.  Albert  A. 
Mortlock  for  the  opportunity  and  Scribe  E.  Robert  T.  Rigby  for 
providing  the  Proceedings  for  my  perusal.  This  year  I  have  re- 
viewed eight  from  Canada,  thirty-one  from  the  United  States,  one 
from  Mexico  and  six  from  abroad.  As  last  year  the  same  concerns 
predominate:  failure  to  retain  Companions  and  recruit  Master 
Masons,  resulting  in  declining  membership,  over-dependence  on 
Festivals,  rising  cost  of  printing  Procedures,  poor  ritual,  and 
lack  of  programmes  to  hold  interest  and  encourage  participation. 

Several  Jurisdictions  are  acting  to  redress  the  problem  of 
inactive  Grand  Representatives.   Manitoba  is  replacing  inactive 
ones  with  Companions  who  will  take  this  important  responsibility 
seriously.   At  the  Grand  Convocation  of  Saskatchewan,  concerns 
were  expressed  regarding  the  difficulties  Grand  Representatives 
were  having  making  contact  and  establishing  correspondence  with 
their  counterparts.  The  Grand  High  Priest  of  Maine  was  emphatic 
in  saying  that  it  is  the  duty  of  Grand  Representatives  to  corre- 
spond with  their  counterparts  regardless  of  any  response  receiv- 
ed. It  is  also  their  duty  to  forward  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  a 
copy  of  their  correspondence.  Those  not  interested  in  performing 
their  duties  should  resign.  Minnesota  has  established  Guidelines 
of  Responsibilities  for  Grand  Representatives:  failure  to  attend 
Grand  Chapter  or  file  reports  for  3  years  is  sufficient  cause  to 
consider  replacement.   The  Grand  First  Principal  of  Alberta  ap- 
propriately expressed  the  importance  of  the  Grand  Representative 
"  The  honour  of  being  a  Grand  Representative  and  of  cultivating 
friendship  across  the  miles  is  a  rich  and  rewarding  experience, 
because  you  are  the  ambassadors  of  goodwill  and  friendship  and 
fraternal  love  between  Alberta  and  our  Sister  Jurisdictions. 
Because  of  you  our  relationship  will  be  firmer  and  closer.  It 
is  an  honour  to  have  you  with  us.  Your  appointment  as  Grand  Re- 
presentative has  brought  honour  to  you  and  to  your  Chapters." 
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Alberta  has  agreed  to  accept  the  Ontario  edition  of  'The 
Work'  published  in  1977  as  a  basic  and  suitable  ritual  for  the 
Alberta  Grand  Jurisdiction,  requiring  only  some  minor  altera- 
tions and  re-wording  in  specific  areas.  Progress  is  being  made 
to  compile  one  ritual  for  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  of  Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan  and  Alberta. 

British  Columbia  is  enjoying  a  plethora  of  centenaries  and 
other  birthdays,  and  Vancouver  is  celebrating  its  one  hundredth 
birthday.  The  Grand  Chapter  is  emphasizing  the  value  of  keeping 
early  Chapter  records  and  preparing  Chapter  histories. 

Four  of  the  oldest  Chapters  of  Manitoba  were  asked  to 
search  in  their  artifacts  and  memorabilia  for  any  of  the  Proce- 
edings of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  Ontario  prior  to  1909. 
Proceedings  from  Ontario  were  obtained  from  1909  to  1923. 

In  New  Brunswick,  the  Grand  Chapter  is  preparing  for  its  One 
Hundredth  Grand  Convocation  in  1987. 

Nova  Scotia's  Grand  Archivist,  E.  B.  N.  Cochran,  expressed 
concern  that  few  Chapters  ever  discuss  the  preservation  of  their 
records,  particularly  when  every  mason  has  access  to  at  least 
one  object  of  masonic  interest,  such  as  his  grandfather's  apron, 
or  a  picture  of  a  masonic  funeral  of  a  hundred  years  ago,  or  a 
clipping  from  a  newspaper  telling  of  a  Grand  Chapter  Convocation 
attended  by  his  father.  He  suggested  a  'Bring  and  Tell'  evening 
when  members  may  bring  an  item  of  masonic  interest  and  tell  what 
they  know  about  it. 

Delaware's  Grand  Representative  to  Greece,  Uilliam  Athan,  vi- 
sited the  Grand  Chapter  of  Greece  in  Athens  and  was  royally  and 
graciously  received. 

In  1920,  Idaho's  Fraternal  Correspondent's  Report  was  bare 
bones,  consisting  of  only  81  pages. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois  recognized  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Venezuela  and  exchanged  Grand  Representatives. 

Maine  has  two  programmes;  one  for  secretaries  with  a  fully 
descriptive  handbook  for  operations,  and  another  for  an  'Elder 
Companion'  type  programme  for  aid  to  new  Companions.

Maryland  established  a  Two  Hundredth  Anniversary  Committee  to 
provide  assistance  and  guidance  to  Concordia  Chapter  No.  1  for 
their  celebration  in  April  1987,  as  well  as  co-ordinating  Grand 
Chapter  activities  in  conjunction  with  the  Two  Hundredth  Annive- 
rsary of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland  which  also  occurs  in  1987. 

Mississippi's  Education  Committee  stresses  the  need  for 
Masonic  Education,  suggesting  that  there  is  too  much  emphasis  on 
ritual  and  a  failure  to  teach  the  principles,  tenets,  doctrine 
and  history  of  Freemasonry. 

Montana's  Committee  on  Royal  Arch  Advancement  and  Membership 
believes  that  Life  Membership  in  their  Chapters  could  cut  their 
losses  by  more  than  one  half. 

Nebraska's  Grand  High  Priest,  C.Joe  Pottorff,  died  on  Jan.  13 
1986.  Rt.Ex.  Comp.  Morton  P.  Steyer  served  as  Acting  Grand  High 
Priest  and  was  elected  in  his  own  right  in  the  1986  Convocation. 

In  New  Mexico,  the  Grand  High  Priest  has  recommended  that  the 
penalty  for  late  submission  of  annual  dues  be  increased  to  $50, 
and  that  a  Chapter  be  put  on  probation  for  failure  to  submit  an- 
nual returns,  carrying  a  penalty  of  surrender  of  Charter. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York  presented  a  25"  television  set 
and  a  VCR  to  the  Royal  Arch  section  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Library 
ani  .s  assisting  in  efforts  to  develop  a  video  tape  library.  It 
is  also  endeavouring  to  establish  a  Royal  Arch  Room  in  the  new 
Museum  on  the  Masonic  Home  grounds  in  Utica. 

Ohio's  Grand  Chapter  Education  Programme  should  be  of  inter- 
est to  all  Jurisdictions,  having  four  areas  of  emphasis: 
officer  preparation,  candidate  counselling,  the  non-Masonic  view 
of  Freemasonry  and  the  ongoing  search  for  more  light.  The  Pro- 
gramme offers  a  Resource  Course  consisting  of  three  parts; on  the 
completion  therof  a  certificate  is  awarded.  The  Course  is  given 
to  the  High  Priest,  King  and  Scribe  of  each  Chapter;  all  Compan- 
ions are  eligible  to  partake. 

The  Masons  of  Texas  support  and  maintain  a  Home  for  aged 
Masons.  In  1984  operating  costs  were  $1,320,000  and  care  and 
maintenance  of  widows  amounted  to  $695,695. 
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In  Mexico,  two  Chapters  were  suspended  because  of  nonsub- 
mission  of  per  capita  dues  and  reports  and  failure  to  ansuer  co- 
rrespondence. One  Chapter  received  its  Charter.  The  Masonic 
Hall  again  shows  a  dignified  appearance  after  the  damage  caused 
by  the  earthquake.  The  Grand  High  Priest  serves  for  two  years  & 
the  Proceedings  which  are  published  in  Spanish  with  abstracts  in 
English  are  issued  at  the  end  of  his  second  term. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Germany  are  publish- 
ed in  English  and  German  and  cover  two  Convocations.  The  Grand 
Chapter  and  the  Grand  Council  meet  together  and  the  Grand  High 
Priest  is  also  the*  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council.  The  outstand- 
ing event  has  been  the  creation  of  'the  Order  of  the  Royal  Arch 
of  Germany'  uith  four  separate  and  sovereign  divisions:  the 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  the  Grand  Council  of 
Cryptic  Masons,  the  Great  Priory,  and  the  Grand  Conclave  of  the 
Red  Cross  of  Constantine.  After  years  of  effort  the  rituals  are 
now  availagle  in  German.  The  Executive  Committee  proposed  and 
accepted  that  German  be  made  the  official  language  of  the  Annual 
Assembly  under  the  condition  that  all  matters  of  importance  be 
translated  into  English.  The  Grand  Chapter  reported  a  gain  of 
55  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  one  Chapter,  but  the  1985  Convocation 
revealed  a  loss  of  176  Companions.  Dispensation  has  been  given 
to  form  a  new  Chapter  in  Berlin  to  be  named  Excelsior  Berlin  and 
uork  in  the  German  language.  The  new  Chapter  will  be  the  hosts 
at  the  next  session  of  Grand  Chapter.  English  speaking  Chapters 
suffer  from  the  military  commitments  of  their  members,  often 
preventing  their  attendance.  Of  the  12  Chapters,  five  work  in 
English,  six  in  German  and  one  in  both. 

In  the  two  Quarterly  Sessions  held  in  Nov.  1985  and  Jan.  1986 
the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England  reported  12  petitions  for 
new  Chapters, issued  10  Centenary  Charters,  1  bicentenary  Charter 
and  1  erasure  in  Bermuda.  The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  has  3,130 
Chapters,  an  increase  of  205  since  1976.  In  1985,  6,657  Grand 
Chapter  certificates  were  issued  of  uhich  257  were  abroad.  The 
Grand  Chapter  has  formed  a  District  of  the  Bahamas  and  Turks, 
including  the  five  Chapters  currently  forming  the  Bahamas  Group. 
Only  one  Chapter  now  remains  on  the  Island  of  Malta  and  it  will 
be  administered  directly  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

The  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  re-elected 
and  installed  the  Earl  of  Elgin  and  Kincardine  as  First  Grand 
Principal.  The  First  Grand  Principal  presented  a  cheque  for 
$25,000  to  the  M.  W.  the  Grand  Master  of  Scotland  for  his  Appeal 
Fund  for  Masonic  Homes  throughout  Scotland.  As  the  Grand  Lodge 
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is  celebrating  its  250th  Anniversary,  it  proposes  to  raise  a 
fund  of  $1,000,000.  The  Grand  Master,  who  incidently  is 
Canadian  born,  spoke  of  the  commonwealth  feel  as  there  were 
Australian,  New  Zealand,  Canadian  and  British  Companions 
present.  The  Honorary  Grand  Superintendent  of  the  Philippines 
visited  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Philippines  and  extended 
fraternal  greetings  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland. 
He  also  participated  in  the  installation  of  the  incoming  Grand 
High  Priest.  To  March  1985,  the  Grand  Chapter  had  2361 
exaltations, and  to  March  1986,  2,108;  five  new  Chapters  were 
chartered. 

In  November  1984,  the  Deputy  Grand  King  of  the  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  of  Ireland  travelled  to  South  Africa  to  visit  the  Dist- 
ricts of  the  Southern  Cape,  Natal  and  South  Africa  Northern;  he 
received  a  Royal  Masonic  welcome  in  all  the  Chapters  he  visited. 
A  team  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Instruction  travelled 
from  Belfast  and  Dublin  to  exemplify  Irish  Royal  Arch  ritual  be- 
fore the  Warwickshire  Mark  Lodge  of  Instruction  and  the  Warwick- 
shire First  Principals  Chapter  in  May  1985.  The  latter  Chapter's 
First  Principal  presented  the  Grand  King  with  five  cheques  for 
200pds  each  on  behalf  of  various  Warwickshire  Craft, Mark  &  Royal 
Arch  bodies  as  a  contribution  to  the  new  Masonic  Haven  in  Dublin 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Queensland  includes  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons,  the 
Grand  Council  of  Most  excellent, Royal  Select  and  Super-  Excell- 
ent Masters, covering  the  period  from  April  1981  to  October  1985. 
Back  in  1922,  the  District  Grand  Superintendent  of  both  English 
and  Scottish  Royal  Arch  Jurisdictions  signed  a  Treaty  or  Articl- 
es of  Union,  thus  creating  the  autonomous  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chap- 
ter of  Queensland  with  twenty-seven  Chapters:  sixteen  Scottish 
and  eleven  English. 

As  Masons,  we  often  ask  ourselves,  "What  is  Masonry?"  On 
October  7,  1925,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Dyson  Austin,  Grand  Superintendent 
of  the  District  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  New  South  wales  paid 
an  official  visit  to  the  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Queensland.  In  the  course  of  his  address  he  conveyed  his  vi- 
sion of  Masonry,  "To  me  Masonry  does  not  mean  an  Order  whereby 
we  merely  come  together  in  social  communion,  it  does  not  mean 
merely  the  wearing  of  a  few  jewels;  to  be  able  to  don  a  special 
regalia,  to  pay  dues  and  to  carry  out  a  certain  routine  of  offi- 
cial duties  and  then  perhaps  to  drop  out.  To  me  Masonry  is  a 
Life  to  be  Lived,  a  character  to  be  formed,  a  determined  effort 
to  leave  the  world  better  than  we  found  it." 
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A  Mason  after  all  is  a  man  with  a  mission,  and  the  Study  of 
Masonry  should  give  him  a  vision, without  which  it  has  been  truly 
said  a  nation  perisheth;  and  a  Mason  should  see  to  it  that  he 
builds  a  character  that  will  stand  the  acid  of  life  and  prove 
itself  under  difficulties;  he  should  do  his  utmost  to  help  build 
the  character  of  his  fellow  Masons,  and  in  doing  this  he  becomes 
what  every  good  Mason  should  be  and  that  is  a  Good  Citizen. 

Most  Excellent  sir,  again  thank  you  for  permitting  me  to 
serve  our  Grand  Chapter  as  Fraternal  Reviewer.
